Tnz following description of, and directions for, Cheduba Strait, resulting from the 
recent survey on the coast of Burma, have becn furnished by Commander A. Oarpenter, 
B.N., Commanding Her Majesty’s Indian Marine Surveying Steamer Investigator. 

CHEDUBA ISLAND.—Nersunpa Snoar.—A dangerous rocky shoul, 5 miles in 
length, N.-E. by N. and §-W. by S., lies with its North-Kastern extreme S..E. by i. 2 E. 
4 miles from Unguan or Tree island. It bas several shoul heads upon it, the least water 
being 9 feet near its North-Eastern extreme. ‘lo pass to the westward of the shoal, do not 
bring Unguan island to the westward of North. 

SHOALS.—A small shoal of 24 fathoms rock lies 2} miles N. by W. } W. of 
Unguan island : there are 7 to 8 fathoms round about it. Two small patches of 4 fathoms 
and 5 fathoms rock lie 8 miles and 6 miles, respectively, N.-W. by N. from Beacon island in 
the vicinity.of the reported breakers of 1478. 

Caution.—A vessel proceeding up or down the coast of Arracan, ontside Cheduba 
island, should not bring the west coast of Cheduba to bear to the southward of S.-E. by 
8. whilst in that vicinity. There are to be found regular depths of 10 to 11 fathoms

Governor under soctions 81 and 41 of the Indian Forest Act (VII of 1878), having 
recoived the sanction of the Govern »r-General in Council, are hereby published for general 
information, in supersession of the notification of 17th August 1880, published in the 
Cileutta Gasetie of the 1sth idem, ‘They will take effect in tho protected forest tracts of 
the Sundorbune:deveribod in the scheduler annexed 40 thanotifentions of the 7th December 
1878, 24th February 1879, and 10th August 1883 (published in the Calcutta Gazette of Lith 
December 1878, 26tii February 1879, an h August 1888), us modified hy the notifications 
of the 3rd July 1883, 1th October 1853, 23rd June 1884, and 9th October 1n84 (published 
in the Calentta Gazettes of the ith July 583, 17th October 1583, 2nd July 1884, 
and 15th October 18$4) and any other notification that may hereafter be issued. These 
rules will come into foree from the date of their publication. 

Rule I.—No trees, timber, or any other forest produce shull be cut, sawn, gathered, or 
removed from within tho boundaries of the Sundorbuns protected forests without: prepayment 
in full of the charges due thereon at the rates following :— 

(1) For every maund of sundri timber, one anna. 
(2) For every maund of any other forest produce, one-fourth of an anna. 



















‘These, or such other charges as many from time to timo be fixed under this rulo, will also be 
levied on timber ond othor forest: produeo which may be exported from lands leasod under the 
rules for the lease of waste Jands in the Sunderbune. 

Rule 1I.—Any person desiring to enter the Sunderbuns protected forests for the 
purpose of cutting, sawing, converting, gathering, or removing trees, timber or other forest 
produce, shall take out @ permit or licenso for the produce which he proposes to remove. ‘The 
said permit shall bo in the form hereto avnexed, and shall be subject to the conditions 
printed on the back thereof; it shall he granted by the officer in charge of the Sunderbuns 
‘Forest Division, or by the officers in charge of the revenue stations, on prepayment only of 
the prescribed charges. . 

Rule 1LT.—A list of the officers in chargo of the revenue stations shall be notified from 
time to time in the Calcutta Garett. 

Rule 1V.—Any forest produce in transit within, or passing out of. the Sunderbuns 
Protected Forests, and any such produce found in sny water-channel skirting or lading 
from the said forests, when there is reason to Dbelievo thatany thing is payable to the 
Government in respect of such produce, may be stopped ond examined by any forest or

These canals and rivers will hereinaftor be referred to as the Sarun Canals, 
2, No person shall take wator from tho Narun Oauala for irrigation or manufacturing 
purposes without the written permission of a duly authorized person. 
Licenses will be required— 
(a)—For the constraction of temporary dame in the canal beds. 
(d)—For the irrigation of lands by flow or lift. 
(c)—For the construction of village channels and distributeries leading from the 
canals for tho irrigation of lends. 


(@)—For water used for the purpose of any manafacture by any person otter than, 
@ canal manager, 
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(¢)—For the erection of fishing weirs or the use of fishing nets—(1) in the head 
cut; (2) in the new cats from the Koopun Chap Sota to the aba, Gandaki, 
Dhenai, and Gangri river beds ; (3) in any other new cuts which may be 
made hereafter. 


8, Government reserves at present its right to levy tolls for irrigation, and to charge 
for filling tanks, watering cattle, or for water for other domestic purposes. 

4, The revenue administration of the Sarun irrigation scheme is vested in the Collector, 
who is ex-officio head of the Canal Revenue Department. The Executive Engineer of the 
Gunduck Division as canal officer is charged with the maintenance and management of the 
canals, but all orders passed by him under the Act or these rules are appealable to the 
Collector. under whose general directions he will act, All orders relating to the canal 
revenue will usually be issued by the Collector (through the Execative Engineer or not, as 
the cage may b-), and all correspondenca intended for the Collector in this department should 
be addressed to the Collector airect, or through tho Executive Engineer, Mozufferpore, or 
the Assistant Engincer, Gopalgunge. 

5. For administrative purposes, the Sarun district is divided into the sub-distriots 
enumerated in the following rule, and showa ina map deposited in the Collector’s office. 
Tho boundaries of tho sub-districts and their number may be hereafter modifiod. 


_ 6. Tho following guarantors are, till further orders, appointed canal managers, and 
will, within the under-mentioned sub-districts, act as the agonts of Government in managing 
the affairs of the canals.

7. The more particular duties of a Canal Manager will be— 


1s¢,—To receive applications and grant pormits, printed in the prescribed form, for 
the use of water under sections 74, 75, and 77 of the Irrigation Act. 

2nd.—Subject to the instructions of the canal officers to distribute, under the 
provisions of section 76, the water-supply allutted to his sub-district. 


8rd.—To recover and credit to Government the water-rates. 


4th.—To superintend and maintain such establishment as may be found necessary 
for the assessmont and collection of water-rates within his sub-district. 


8. Canal Managers havo no power under Parts IlI, IV, and V of the Act; and all 
claims to remission under section 76 of Part VI should be referred to the canal officer or 
his assistant for disposal. Complaints regarding unauthorized use of canal water undor 
sections 79, 80, and 81 are also to be referred to the canal officer or Collector for decision. 
All proceedings connected with the recovery of water-rates by distraint or other compulsory 
process will be undertaken by the Collector. 

9. Any Mavager desiring the construction of a temporary dam across the Roopan 
Chap Sota, or across the bed of the Dahs, Gandaki, Dhansi, or Gangri rivers must prefer 
& written application to the canal officer specifying the object of the work and the length 
of time for which it is required. It will be at the discretion of the canal officer to reject 
the application or to grant it on such conditions as he may think fit, one of the conditions 
being the power reserved to the canal officer of cutting the bund, if it should ever appear to 
hjm, in the public interests, necessary to do so. 5 

Provided, however, that no such dam shall be constracted without dae provision being 
made, by means of a proper escape channel, for the supply to the guarantor or guarantors, 
on the aame river below such dam, of the share of water to which he or they may be entitled 
‘Rnder the decision of the canal officer. 

10, Any person other than a Manager who may dosire to construct a temporary dam 
.eorom‘the-bed of any of the rivers montioned in the last rule must prefer his application 
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to the Canal Manager in charge of the sub-district in which the site of the propored dam 
Kies. The latter will then forward the application with his remarks to the canal officer for 
orders, J 











ll, Any person, whether he be a Canal Manager or not, who constracts a dam across 
any of the river beds referred to in Rule 9, without baving first obtained the written 
permission of the canal olficer, or who after the construction of an authorized dam, dors 
er abets the doing of any act to impedo the free flow of water through the escape channel 
provided for such dam, will be liable to prosocution under section 93, Act 11 (B.C.) . of 
1876, chapter XVII of the Indian Poual Code, or otherwise us muy seem proper to the 
Collector. 


12, With reference to Rule 7, paragraph 2 above, it will be competent to the Canal 

Manager, subject to the control of the canal officer, and on his own 

ag ith referoneo to the po responsib to allow the constuction of such temporary dame 

bce saab ed in any of the village channels (subsidiary to the main river beds 

mentioned in Rule 9) within his sub-district, as bo may consider necessary for the proper 
distribution of the water-supply allotted thereto, 





13. Ifone or more of the riparian proprietors desire to havo a permanent dam or 
regulator constructed in any channel or river bed, he or they shall present an application 
to that effect to the Collector, who wili consult tho Canul Manager and the canal officer as 
tothe desirability of constructing such dam or regulator. should its construction be deemed 
desiruble, the Collector will cause pluns and estimates to be prepared, and he shall also call 
upon the applicunts to depesit the cost (including cost of establishment), or to give a 
guaranteo securing its payment when required, and providing that, if the cost of the work 
should, through unforesecn causes, exceed the original estimate, the balance will be made 
good by tho applicant. Tho agreement will also provide for tho dam or regulator being 
Kept in propor repair, as well as for its being taken over hy Government at a fair valuation, 
should this ever be considered expedient. ‘Uhe construction of such dam or revniator will 
bo carried out by the canal officer, who shell also havo power tu stop all supplies of water 
if it is not subsequently maintained in proper repair. 





14, Each application for a permanent dam or regulator will be considered on its 
own merits, and will only be granted on such conditious us the Collector in consulvation 
with the Superintending Nngineer shall cousidor fit, 


15. A register will be kept of the owners of cach permanent dam or regulator, and 
any person inay at any time apply to the canal officer 10 be made a joint owner, The canal 
officer may cither reject such application, or if ho think fit, he may issue a notice upon the 
registered owner or owners, and afier hearing any objection which the registered owner or 
owners may prefer against the udmission of such applicant ta be a joint owner, in either case 
he shall report fully’ to the Coliector, who may confirm the origital rejection of the applic 
cation, or may diroct that the applicant be registered as such joint owner, on payment to the 
registered owner or owners of such sums as may be fixed by’ him. 











16, Persons desiring to irrigate their fields with canal water by flow or lift, must 
apply in person or by agent to the Canal Mansger, whereupon the Jatter shall issno a permit 
in the preseribed form (Appendix ). ‘Tho right to irrigate without extra charge estends 
up to the S1st of March following the date on which the permit was issued ; provided, 
however, that under the operation of this rule one and the sume crop be not assessed more 
than once. ‘The rate charged sha'l not oxcced Re. | per acre (or 12 annas per bigha), 
irrespectivo of the crops grown, cxeept in special cases to be determined by Government, 


17, Any person other than a Canal Manager desirous of taking water for the manu- 
facture of indigo must anply for a permit to the Canal Manugor, stating the eatimacd 
outturn, and undertaking that he will, on the Ist of October, declare the quantity he has 
manufactured, ‘The churge will be at the rate of Rs. 2 per maund of indigy manufactured, 


18. No person may allow water to run to waste, and no person cther than a Canal 
Manager may uso water for irrigation or for any other purpose without having first obtained 
a permit as required by the preceding two rules, Any person infringing this rule will, 
with the consent in writing of the Cullector (but not otherwisc), be charged. double the 
ordivary rates for the water used without authority or wasted, and will in addition be liable, 
on prosecution by the Collector or canal officer, to the penalty provided by section 98 of 
act III (B. C,) of 1876, or by any other law under which his offence muy comé. The 
charge in such cases will, asa rule, be laid by the Cunal Manager by the submission to the 
canal officer or Collector of an “ Unauthorized Irrigation Certificate.” (See Appendis Q.) 


19. The privileges of guarantors are as follows :—~— 





(1)—A prior claim to » supply of water for irrigation and manufacture daring the 
continuance of their guarantee, 


(2)—The right to use water for manufacturing purposes free of charge. 


20. Any pergon may apply to tho Collector to become a guarantor. If the Callector 
‘accopt the application, which at. his’ discretion he may or may not do, he shall protesd, in. 
communication with tho canal: officer, to determine whether the new guarantee sball be, 
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utilized towards extending the canals, providing distributaries or embankments, or towards 
reducing the ‘responsibility of any of the original guarantors. If the original guarantor 
(within whoso sub-district the applicants property or mterest is situated) claims w reduction 
in his guarantee, and can at the same time show that the application of the uew guarantor 
towards an extension of the canal would operate to reduce his collections below ths amount 
of his guarantee, his claims to have his guarantee reduced shail be con-idered : otherwise 
the new guarantee may be applied towards extonding the canals. and an area corresponding 
to the spplicant’s property or interests bo murked off to him, within which ho sbuli 
exercise the rights and privileges uow exercised in their sub-districts by Le guarantors 
mentioned in paragraph 6 of these rules. 

. Ifthe applicaut’s interest cr property be not situated within any sub-district as 
specified in puragraph 6, then the Collector shull apply the guarantee towards extending 
the benefits of the canal s\ stem. 

23, The irrigation year will commence on the lst April ; and as soon as possible after 
the irrigation of uny land has been completed or the manufacture of indigo [by a person 
other thin the Canal Manager) has been concluded, the Canal Mauager shull present the 
persons who used the water with bills for water-raies in a form avprovea by Government) 
based upon the actual urea irrigated or the outuurn of indigo mauulactured. It these bills 
are not paid (@] in the case of indigo manufacture within one month after presentation, 
[4] in the case of rabbi crops by the Ist March, [c] in tho caso of other crops within 
6.8 month after the crop irrigated has been cut, the Canal Mavager shall, without delay, 
submit a list of suc unpaid bills to the Collector, who will put in furce tho powers vested 
in him for the recovery of the amouut duo in accordance with sections 83, 84, and 83 of 
the Indian Jrrigation Act. Such list must be supported by the counterfoils of the bills 
(Appendix |) propared by the Manager, as well as by his personal certificate, that he has 
sausfied himself of the justness of the claims; and in the case of unauthorized irrigation, 
by the “ Unauthorized Irrigation Certificates” (Appendix C) required by Rule 18. 

22, Tho sums thus recovered hy the Collector will be placed in bis tue Collector’s) 
accounts to tho credit of the Canal Manager asa set off against the amount due from 
him under his guarantee for the ycar during which such recoveries aye made. ‘The Canal 
Manager will be entitled to a commission of 20 per cent. on all recoveries (over and above 
the amount of his guarantee), made either by him or by the Collector on lists submitted 
on or before tho 3ist March, Sums duo on this account will not be shown by the Manager 
in his accounts, but will be paid to him by cheque after the adjustment by the Collector 
of the year’s accounts, No percentage allowance will le granted ‘to the Manager in respect 
of recuveries made by the Collector on lists submitted later thun the Ist March, although 
the amount of such recoveries will, as stated above, be credited to him as an asset against 
the amount of his guarantee. 

23, For water used by a Mansger for the irrigation of his own lands, he will be charged 
atthe ordinary rate of Ko. | per acro (or 12 annus per bighu), and for sums due on tuis 
account he will not be entitled to any commission allowance. 


24, It will be the duty of Canal Managers— 














1st.—To gro that all permits for the use of water be issued in the prescribed form, 
and a copy be kept in counterfuil in buoks supplied for the purpose. 

2nd,— That copies of bills presented for puyment Le kept in the couuterfoils supplied, 
for record. 

8rd.—That a cash-book of all receipts of water-rates be kept in forms supplied for the 
purpose. 

4th—That for all cash received receipts be granted in the form supplied by the caval 
officor, which will be kept in counterfoil. 

5th.—That all eush received be puid monthly into the sub-divisional or district treasury, 
and that the treasury receipts be filed with the cush-book as vouchers. 

6th.—To submit such returns as may be required from time to time by the Collector. 

7tk.—To afford every facility to the canal officer and Collector in their periodical 
inspection of the Cans] Managers’ office and accounts. 


25. The amount yearly guaranteed by each Managor is payable in two equal instalments, 
viz. on the 30th of Juno and tho 31st December of each year, and any arrenr duo on cither 
-of these dates will be deemed to be a demand under Act VII (B. C.) of 1880, and shall be 
recoverable by the processes prescribed by the above Act. 

26. A yearly adjustment up to the 3!st March will be mare of each Manager’s account 
a8 soon as possible after the close of -tho official year (3 st March). Hur this purpose each 
Manager will, by the 15th April, submit to the Collector in duplicate a statement in form 
Appendix D, with tho ontries of tho first 12 columns duly filled in. ‘The Collector will sup- 
py the figures for theremaining cclumns, and return one copy to the Manager with a cheque 

‘or the sum payable on account of commission as shown in column 13, should no arrears from 
‘him be due. ‘Lhe Vollector will also require the immediate deposit by the Manayer of any 
arrears which may be shown to bedue. Such arrears if not paid within one month after due 
notice to the Manager, will be recoverable under the Certificate Procedure Act (VII B.C. of 
ial JM.

(B.C.)_of 1880, as amended by Act II (B.C.) of 18#4, for the regulation of traffic on 
the Kidderpore and Dhurrumtolla line of tramway, are published for general information :— 


Regulations smade by the Calcutta Tramways Company under Section 24, Clause 2, 
Act I(B.C.) of 1880. 
1. Passengera are f rbidden, under a penalty not exceeding Res, 5,— 
(4) to enter or leave a car while in motion ; 
(6) to travel standing on the foot- board of the car ; 
(e) to commit nuisance or spit upon the floor or any part of the car ; 
(@) to converse with the driver while on duty. 

2. No person shall swear or use obscene or offensive language whilst upon any ear, or 
wilfully interfere with the comfort of any passenger. The penalty for infringement of this 
rule shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

8. The conductor may refuse to allow any of the following persons to travel upon any 
car, and may at any time require any euch person to leave such car; and any such person 
entering or attempting to enter a car after the conductor bas refused permission, or refusing 
to leave the car when called upon to do so, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 20 :— 

(a) Any person drank and disorderly. 

(0) Any person euffering from a contagious disease. 

(c) Any pereon whose clothing or body is in an offensively dirty state, 

(@) Any person carrying more Juggage than cau be accommodated in the space 
allotted to him or under his sent, 

4 No person shall take a dog or other animal into any car. Any dog or other animal 
waken into any car in contravention of this regulation shall be immediately removed from 
the car by the person in charge of such dog or other animal upon the reques of the conductor, 
and, in default of compliance with such request, the deg or other animal may be removed 
under the direction of the conductor. The penalty for infringement of this rule shall be a 
fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

5. When any car contains the full number of passengers which it is licensed to carry, 
no additional person shall enter or remain on any such car when warned by the conductor 
not todo so, The penalty for infringement of this rule shall be a fine not excerding Re 20, 

6, Any male yerson above the age of J0 years, knowingly and wilfully entering, or 
remaining in, a car ‘exclusively reserved for females, ehall be hable toa fine not excerding 
Rs. 20. 

7. Esch pastenger shall, npon demand, pay to the conductor or other duly authorized 
officer of the Company the fare legally demundable for the journey. The penalty for infringe- 
ment of this rule shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

8 Any passenger found travelling upon any car without a ticket, or not producing his 
ticket. when called upon to do so by any servant of the Oompany, being in uniform, shall be 
liable to pay the fare from the place whence the car originally started. The penulty for 
infringement of this rule shall be a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

9, No person shall wilfully obstruct or impede any officer or servant of the Company 
in the execution of hie duty upon, or in connection with, any car or tramway of the Company.
